GoslyukhUi coAccultalcd un portraying what 


was the key elcmcul in tho role, yet the ete- 
menl thal was most difficult to acl»lhe anat* 
omy ol betrayal. Ho showod how easy It la to 
lake Iho first slops In tbis direction) dictated- as 
Ihoy arc by a natural thirst tor IlfOi and also 
thal tl Is Impossible. Iiavlug taken the first step, 
to stop, because this Is a downward movementi 
to reach (hn Ond ot this road Is terrifying be- 
cause It li only then that you will understand 
that you cannot rriraco your steps, aud that 
your life has been nilaed by your own Ireach* 
cry. Gostyukhin played this rote wllh such mast- 
ery . that Ills Horn oronscs synpalhy rather than 
revulslou. and Ills late la perceived as a Iragedy, 

Gostyukhin In lai from resembling out ste- 
reotyped idea of an actor. Etc Itos a homely face 
which seems to have beoii roughly hown out of 
btono, aud a weil-bulll. squat figure. Seeing him, 
one might think be Is a peasant nr a worker, 
but corlalniy nol an arloi. indeed, In his strik- 
ing Individiiallly. wlilcli goes In the fnero of alt 
Stereotypes, In bis loleiil and, above all, In lili 
rrodlblllty, Gunlyukhlu brings to mind Ibe 
writer, actor and dlrecloi Vasily Shuluhln. Gos- 
tyukhin Is llko a chunk of real life which for 
somo obscuro reason finds Itself In Iho artificial 
wntid of tho cloents. 

This geuulnoncss, Integrity and credibility 
which are part of llie man have drawn directors 
to lilm llko a magnet, lie has been utterly 
credible In auy Him and In any port. Sometimeo, 
this quality ot Gostyukhin's oven saved sn en- 
tire Him so great was hla reserve ot credibility. 
Whatever ihclr oblecllvo qualities, no Him In 
which Goilyulihln hos played has gone un- 
noticed. 

Vet, Ills best piece ol acting, and Ida most 
brilliant and powerful piece of characterisation 
sllll remalas his performance In "The Ascent''. 
This may perltaps he explained by the tact that 
here Gostyukhin's latent Is combined with Larisa 
.Sheplihu's brllllditi direction and with the out- 
dandliig literary basis of llio film: Iho novel by 
tho Byelorussian writer Vasily Bykov. Today, 
Vladimir Gostyukhin ts a familiar Hgure on tho 
set. Let us hope Hut wo shall see him In more 
parts worthy of hla splendid debut, and of hla 
serioni and powerful -laleat,
